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REPORTER’S REFLECTIONS - 
The President’s Co mmissio n o n the 
Statu s o f Wo men has finished a 22- 
mo nth stu dy and the rep o rt o f its 
co nclu sio ns has been p u blished. 


We think the mo tiv atio n fo r such 
study is no t unrelated to the 1 964 
general electio ns, since there are 
so me 4 millio n mo re wo men than 
men in the United States and since 
far fewer wo men than men are 
registered v o ters. 


This need no t detract fro m the 
Imp o rtance and the need o f su ch a 
stu dy in tile dep th and sco p e which 
has been made. 


There will flo w co lu mns o f edito rial 
o p inio n fro m the co mmissio n’s re­ 
p o rt. It ap p ears that tho u ghtfu l co m­ 
mentato rs are withho lding o p inio ns 
u ntil the co mp licated q u estio ns the 
rep o rt raises hav e been reflectiv ely 
co nsidered. 


We do no t claim to be to o p ro ­ 
fo u nd, bu t make tile same ex cu se 
fo r no t co mmenting, as y et. 


We further do no t think it is 
so lely o ur prero gativ e to be the 
o nly po ssesso rs o f the co mmis­ 
sio n’s determinatio ns. In v iew' o f 
this, fro m time to time, we will 
print ex cerpts such as the fo llo w­ 
ing.

“ Altho u gh wo men hav e had the 
v o te since 19 20, they do no t y et 
p articip ate fu lly in the resp o nsibili­ 
ties and rewards o f citizenship . Their 
nu mbers ex ceed men by nearly fo u r 
millio n bu t wo men are o u tnu mbered 
o n many registratio n lists and at the 
p o lls. 


“ Wro men are rarities in federal 
legislativ e and ju dicial electiv e and 
ap p o intiv e o ffices. 
In the federal 
ex ecu tiv e branch o f go v ernment they 
hav e held less than 2*4 p er cent o f 
high ranking ap p o intiv e p o sts du ring 
each o f the last three Administra­ 
tio ns. 
“ No r are wo men mo re co m­ 
mo nly fo und in upper-echelo n po sts 
in State go v ernments. 
When ap­ 
po inted they are o ften placed in 
‘wo men’s’ areas—tho se co ncerned 
with juv eniles, scho o ls, health, wel­ 
fare 
and 
libraries. 
Widen 
t h e 
range o f po sitio ns to which wo men 
are appo inted,” the co mmissio n 
urged. 
“The lo w p ercentage o f wo men in 
high p u blic o ffice reflects the small 
nu mber who adv ance alo ng p aths o f 
administrativ e and ex ecu tiv e resp o n­ 
sibility in p riv ate life that o ften lead 
to p u blic p ro minence. The co mmis­ 
sio n p redicted accelerated p ro gress 
o f wo men fro m p asts in lo cal mu nici­ 
p al bo dies while ho me resp o nsibili­ 
ties limit their activ ities to mo re 
p ro minent p o sitio ns when their fam­ 
ilies are gro wn. 
“ Altho u gh p o litical p arties’ reco g­ 
nitio n o f wo men p o liticians is im­ 
p ro v ing, the co mmissio n warned that 
su ch reco gnitio n is to o o ften cere­ 
mo nial rather than real. The fact 
that wo men, activ e at the p recinct 
lev el, o ften do no t ex p ect reco gnitio n 
is o nly .p artly to blame. Few p o litical 
inner circles are free o f p reju dice 
altho u gh it diminishes as wo men 
tu rn in effectiv e p erfo rmances. 
“ The co mmissio n co mmended bo th 
p arties fo r effo rts to co mp ile u p -to - 
date ro sters o f q u alified wo men and 
u rged ap p o intments o n the basis o f 
q u alificatio n, witho u t any p reju dice 
o r discriminatio n.”

Ru sk and the new' West German 
go v ernment leader sp o ke at the dedi­ 
catio n o f a memo rial ho no ring the 
late Gen. Geo rge C. Marshall, who 
as secretary o f state gav e his name 
to the eco no mic blu ep rint kno wn as 
the Marshall Plan fo r the reco v ery o f 
p o stwar Eu ro p e. 


Bo th sp eakers ap p eared to lie aim­

Charles de Gau lle o f France, who has 
warned that o ne day the United 
States may decide to withdraw its 


fo rces fro m Eu ro p e. He has u rged 
the creatio n o f an indep endent Eu ­ 
ro p e acting as a third fo rce in wo rld 
p o litics. 
Ru sk arriv ed in Germany at the 
end o f last week’s ex ercise Big 
Lift in which an entire armo red 
div isio n was flo wn here fro m Tex as 
in less than three day s.

And we shall watch ho w they fly 
there, ho w they co me to earth, o r 
rather co me to mo o n, and, this 
is the main thing, ho w they take 
o ff and return ho me . . 
The reactio n in Washingto n was 
v aried. 
Jam es E. Webb, administrato r o f 
the Natio nal Aero nau tics and Sp ace 
Administratio n, 
said 
Khru shchev ’s 
statement “ co u ld hav e the effect o f 
strengthening this co u ntry ’s desire to 
go ahead with the mo o n p ro gram.” 
Dr. Geo rge E. Mu eller, directo r 
o f NASA’s manned sp aceflight p ro 
grams,

President Kennedy in 1961 set as

WASHINGTON (ft — Fo rm er Sen. 
To m Co nnallv , D-Tex ., died at his 
ho me to day o f p neu mo nia. He was 
8 6. 
Co nnally died sho rtly after mid­ 
night. 
A fo rmer chairman o f the Senate 
Fo reign Relatio ns Co mmittee, Co n­ 
nally had liv ed in Washingto n since 
his retirement fro m the Senate in 
1 953 . 
Co nnally had been ill fo r so me 
y ears. His wife was with him when 
he died. 
The Tex an was chairman o f the 
Fo reign Relatio ns Co mmittee du ring 
and after Wo rld War II. 
Many Senate p ress gallery v isito rs 
regarded him as the senato r who 
lo o ked mo st like a senato r. A fro ck- 
ro ated p o litician o f the o ld scho o l, he 
was famed as a ro u gh and tu mble 
debater du ring his 38 -y ear co ngres­ 
sio nal career, 24 in the Senate and 
12 in the Ho u se. 
Co nnally was elected to the Sen­ 
ate in 1 928 after 12 y ears’ serv ice 
in the Ho use interrupted by Wo rld 
War I. He resigned fro m Co ngress 
to beco me a captain in the 22nd In­ 
fantry Brigade o f the lith Div isio n. 
Sho rtly befo re the o utfit sailed fo r 
France, he became ill and nev er 
go t o v erseas. 
Prev io u sly he had jo ined the Army 
as an enlisted man du ring the Sp an- 
ish-American War bu t nev er go t to 
Cu ba. 
Co nnally became chairman o f the 
Fo reign Relatio ns Co mmittee in 19 41, 
fo u r mo nths befo re Jap an’s attack o n 
Pearl Harbo r. 
Co nnally was bo rn in McLennan 
Co u nty , Tex ., Au g. 19, 1877. He was 
edu cated at Bay lo r Univ ersity and 
the Univ ersity o f Tex as Law Scho o l. 
He married Lo uise Clarkso n o f 
Marlin, Tex ., in 1 904 . They had o ne 
so n. Ben, no w a federal district 
co urt judge in Tex as. 
His first wife died in 19 35 and in 
1942 Co nnally married the wido w o f 
his co lleagu e, Sen. Mo rris Shep p ard, 
D-Tex . 
Besides his wido w and so n, Co n­ 
nally is su rv iv ed by o ne sister, Mrs. 
Sp arks McKay o f Ty ler, Tex .

SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois De­ 
partment of Public Health today 
issued a warning to Illinois residents 
to be alert for two particular brands 
of canned liv er paste which may 
hav e been responsible for an out­ 
break of botulism, a dreaded food 
poisoning, in Canada. 
Dr. Franklin D. Yoder, director of 
public health, said Canadian author­ 
ities hav e reported three cases and 
one death caused by botulism trace­ 
able to consumption of commercially 
canned liv er paste.

This particular product was sold 
under the trade names of “ Paragon 
Brand Liv er Paste” and “ Epicure 
Brand Liv er Paste,” produced by 
Delicious Food Products, Ltd., Mont­ 
real, Canada. 
Two shipments of the contaminated 
liv er paste are said to hav e been 
made, one to Queens, New York, the 
other to the Epicure Club of Union, 
N.J. 
The ex act distribution of the liv er 
paste is unknown but according to 
the United States Public Health Serv ­ 
ice it may hav e been on a wide 
basis. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
is seeking all cans of liv er paste 
bearing the labels of the two brands. 
According to the FDA, either ty pe 
“ A” or ty pe “ B” botulism is thought 
most likely to result from eating of 
the contaminated liv er paste, and it 
is not known whether one or two 
cans of the product were responsible 
for the current cases of food poison­ 
ing in Montreal. 
Persons observ ing any cans of the 
abov e mentioned brands of liv er 
paste in Illinois should contact the 
Illinois Department of Public Health 
immediately , Dr. Yoder said.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa W 
—Sev enty -fiv e miners were trapped 
today in two cages of a gold mine, 
but 55 stuck 1.000 feet below the 
surface were reported uninjured. 
The fate of those in the other 
cag e, 5,000 feet down, remained un­ 
known. 
Rescuers were try ing to 
establish contact with them 
The cages crashed down the shaft 
of the mine near Carbonv ille, 60 
miles southwest of Johannesburg. 
Those reported uninjured include 
50 Africans and 5 whites. There 
were 15 Africans and 5 whites in 
the other cage. 
The accident resulted from an 
ov erwind in the shaft cage winding 
mechanism at the Western Deep 
Lev els Mine, one of the world’s 
deepest, which started production 
early last y ear. 
Four wire ropes, each 6,000 feet 
long, crashed to the bottom. 
The mine’s v entilation shafts ex ­ 
tend about 10.000 feet below the sur­ 
face. But both cages were stopped 
by their emergency brakes.
